When 
Wisahkecahk saw this, he decided 
to play a trick on them. He 
disguised himself so the women 
would not recognize him and then 
he came back into the village and 
started yelling for their attention. 
Wisahkecahk spoke thus: “My 
sisters, a Wihtikow is not far 
behind. To this village he is 
heading. He knows that there are 
no men, this Wihtikow”. The 
women started to cry. “What can 
we do” they said, “surely this 
Wihtikow will eat us all!” 
Wisahkecahk then said: “You can beat this 
Wihtikow if you do as I say. Only you must 
really do it, or he will eat you.” “Yes, Big 
Brother, we will do as you say.” “This 
Wihtikow will make a lot of noise when he 


comes. You will hear him come I say. When 


he comes, you must hide all your children 
inside your wigwams and you must block the 
entry” said this Wisahkecahk. He really 
wanted to deceive these women. “You must 
stand in the doorway facing inside, in this 
manner I teil you”. And Wisahkecahk got on 
his hands and knees as if he was entering a 
wigwam. His head and hands were inside the 
wigwam but his legs were outside. “The 
Wihtikow will try to attract your attention. 
Whatever he does, you must not move or utter 
a sound or he will kill you. If you do as I say, 
he will pass on and leave you alone.” Having 
said this, Wisahkecahk left. Later that evening. 
he disguised himself as a Wihtikow and slowly 
walked towards the women, howling as he 
went. When the women heard this, they hid 
their children and blocked the entry of their 
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wigwams. Soon, Wisahkecahk was in the 
village, making as much noise as he could. He 
went from one woman to the 
other and had sex with every 
one of them. Only then did he 
leave. Finally, the women 
understood that the Wihtikow 
was gone. They all gathered 
and one woman said: “Truly, 
this Wihtikow left us alone and 
did not eat any of us!” Another 
woman answered: “Wahwa! I 
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wish he would come again!
